RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 


The Pacific Railroad Companies 


«re likely to hare tlieir bands full in 
.preventing suoh Congressional legis- 
lation, nov marked out for this sea 
*ion, as will operate to their disad- 
vantage. 
We notice that Senator 


West has introduced a bill to recover 
from the Central and Union Pacific 
Railroad Companies the bonds and 
Coupons issued to them in excess of 
the amount prescribed by lair. He 
said $3,000,000 worth of bonds had 
been issued to these companies in 
excess of the amount authorized by 
law. There has been issued to the 
^Central Pacific and Union PucifloCom 
panics over $53,300,000 in bonds, 
when the Act of Congress specifically 
provides that no more than $50,000,- 
000 worth of bonds should be given 
'them. Not only had bonds been 
issued in excess 
of the amount 


authorized, but the Government has 
been paying interest on them; con- 
sequently tho Government, by an 
erroneous construction of the law, 
had been deprived of over $3,000,- 
000 worth of bonds, and had paid 
interest on the excess as well as on 
the $50,000,000 authorized. These 
remarks brought Sargent to his feet, 
who said the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate had already been instruct 
ed to inquire into the subject. These 
•railroad companies in every way 
•placed themselves in a defiant attitude 
'toward the Government, and had by 
certain low papers declared that any 
attempt to make them pay the Gov 
ernment was an attempt to black- 
mail them. He thought the Judio 
iary Committee was the proper one 
to have the subject in charge, and 
hoped the Senator from Louisiana 
(West) would consent to havo the 
bill referred to that Committee. 


West accepted the suggested, and 


the bill wass referred to the Judic- 
iary Committee. 


But as important a bill as can be 


introduced upon any portion of the 
railroad question is the one of Sena- 
tor Booth, in relation to lands here- 
tofore granted to railroad companies 
It provides that all such lauds on 
either side or any portion of a road 
accepted by the Government as com- 
pleted shall be subject to local taxa- 
tion, and requires the Commissioner 
of the Geueral Land Office to pre- 
pare and deliver without delay, pat- 
ents for all lands thus earned, if free 
from conflicting claims and clearly 
within the limits of tho Kraut. If 
the costs of survey, etc., are not paid 
•by tho railroad company, they may 
be paid by auy purchaser at a tax 
Hale of such lands, and constitute a 
lien upon the patent which shsill then 
bo issued to tho company.' The bill 
also requires Pacific Railrond com- 
panies to sell nny land not disposed 
of within three years after tho com- 
pletion of any road to first settlers, 
upon compliance with the terms of 
the pre-emption laws. 
It is well 


known that for years the Central Pa- 
cific has avoided taxes upon all tho 
vast tracts of laud magnanimously 
given it, except thoso portions to 
which it has made application and 
received patent. In view of the in- 
justice of such action, wo most ear- 
nestly desire to be able to record the 
passage of Booth's bill.
